RUSH TO FILL SHOES. 


Several Candidates Out for the Job of 
Postmaster of Ocean Park. 
Checking Accounts. 

OCEAN PARK, Dec. %.—Recent 
whirlwind developments in connection 
with the administration of affairs of 
the postoffice here have precipitated 
another fight for the postmastership. 
Postmaster Charles Lovelace, who ‘ts 
now in trouble, did not receive his coi.- 
mission until the end of a bitter contest 
running through at least a couple of 
years. The late Dorsey Patton had at 
one time received the appointment, but 
his bonds were never completed tech- 
nically, and Patton dropped out of the 
running before his commision was re-

Robinson also scratched his 
name from the list of eligibles, and 
was not an applicant when Lovelace 
received his appointment. 

Today, with Lovelace’s resignation 
in the hands of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, the fight is on once mare. Al 
there are four active aspi ts, Chas. 
M. Schissier, who made a lively run in 
the last race: Clay M. Berryman, for- 
merly in business in Venice, and now 
of Marine street; Ed M. Brown, who 
has had nine years of experience in the 
San Fernando postoffice, and Charles 
A. Stileon. 

It was only today that Mr. Stlison, 
who has been a resident of this beach 
for nine years, decided to request hig 
neighbors and political friends to as- 
sist him in pulling down the limb that 
carries a plum paying $2500 per year.
